She could not bring herself to accept the Christ­ 
ian doctrine of salvation and redemption. 
It was Dr. Caesar Malan, eminent Swiss preacher, 
who helped the author of “ Ju st As I Am ” find Christ. 
In 1822, w hile visiting in the Ellio tt home at Brighton, 
F.ngland. Dr. Malan di.scovered the cause of Miss E l­ 
liott's spiritual unrest. 
Discussing her spiritual per­ 
plexities with her he told Charlotte: 
“ You mu.'^t come just as you are, a sin­ 
ner, to the Lam b of God that taketh 
away the sin of the world.” 
Mi.ss Elliott never forgot that sermon; she cele­ 
brated ev’cry year thereafter the anniversary of the 
day on which Dr. M alan led her to Christ.
